Both the Ohio Weather Bureau 
and the state highway department 
today warned motorists about haz­ 
ardous driving conditions on ice- 
covered Ohio roads. 
Freezing rain and sleet dur­ 
ing the early hours over a wide 
section of the state made many 
of the roads “ slick as glass," of- 
ficials reported.

THE PRESIDENTIAL message 
also called for $750 million in fed­

GRADUATE SCHOOLS 
A COLLEGE dean who doesn t truckle 
to tradition had a proposal for obtaining 
additional college teachers who are badly 
needed. Trim unnecessary “fat” from the 
current graduate study programs, suggests 
Jacques Barzun, dean of the Graduate 
Faculties at Columbia University. 
Dean Barzun. an American citizen born 
in France, contends that graduate schools 
must prepare an increasing number of per­ 
sons to relieve the shortage of c o l l e g e 
teachers and to “keep scholarship alive.” 
Although he warns against any “watering 
down of instruction,” Barzun listed these 
shortcomings in graduate education in his 
annual report: 
Time spent in preparing 
professional 
scholars 
is too 
long 
for 
the 
results 
achieved. 
Instructors are required to do too much 
lecturing and students too much note tak­ 
ing. 
Research done on a master’s or doctor's 
degree often adds little or nothing to knowl­ 
edge. 
Graduate study does not form a “coher­ 
ent whole.” It is neither professional train­ 
ing for college teaching nor a “ disinterest­ 
ed intellectual enterprise by a company of 
scholars.” 
It is interesting to have these flesh ideas 
from a man whose scholarship and abili­ 
ties are well known as a result of books 
and articles he has written. Too seldom is

Professor Margaret Mead make?* a very 
sharp point about this: 
“Ours has always been a culture within 
which one staked out membership in a giv­ 
en group from th# outside in. Clothes and

American life as compared with the m ag­ 
nificent diversity and assumed freedom of 
the individual existing in a Europe she has 
never seen and would be unable to tolerate 
for twenty-four hours were she to partici­ 
pate in that life from the inside instead of 
admiring the changing regional styles in 
architecture — and faces — as depicted in 
cinema travelogues.”

WASHINGTON up — Nothing il­ 
lustrates better the mixed-up con­ 
dition of the world than the plane 
load 
of 
50 people 
flying 
here 
Wednesday. 
They came straight 
out of the Arabian nights into the 
20th century. 
In the war against communism 
this country has had strange bed­ 
fellows. 
None 
is stranger 
than 
King Saud of Saudi Arabia, head­ 
ing his party of 50. Saudi Arabia 
is one of the most undemocratic 
nations on earth. 
King Saud is absolute monarch. 
His seven million people — OO per 
cent illiterate — know no law ex­ 
cept his wishes and that of their 
religious teachings. There a thief 
has his hands cut off and a run­ 
away slave is beheaded. 
President Eisenhower will meet 
him at the airport. King Saud will 
get 
the 
red 
carpet 
treatment 
while he’s here because this coun­ 
try is anxious to keep him friend­ 
ly to the West and away from 
Russia. 
But Russia and communism are 
just about the last things he wants. 
The majority of his people are 
around, 
looking 
for 
water 
and 
food 
for 
themselves 
and 
their 
herds. 
King Saud is neither homeless 
nor hungry'. He has 28 palaces and 
acres 
of 
food 
freezers 
stocked 
with frozen foods estimated to be 
worth $250,000. 
He doesn’t have to travel by 
camel. He has at least one air- 
conditioned airplane and a fleet 
of Cadillacs. Besides liking Cadil­ 
lacs for himself, he gives them 
to friends, relatives and various 
sheiks. 
His income Is 500 million dol­ 
lars a year, his share of the pro­ 
fits from the oil which the Ara- 
bian-American Oil Co. (Aram co) 
takes out of the earth of Saudi 
Arabia. 
Four A m e r i c a n companies 
make up Aramco. They produce 
around a million barrels a day. 
The oil reserves of Saudi Arabia, 
one of the richest storehouses in 
the world, have been placed at 30 
to 35 billion barrels. 
King Saud, who was developed 
a liking for American steaks and 
foam rubber mattresses, has four 
wives, 
probably 
somewhere 
be 
tween 50 and IOO concubines, 40 
sons, and daughters whose num­ 
ber no one here will guess at. 
It has been estimated that there 
are 300 princes of Saudi Arabia: 
sons, grandsons and great-grand­ 
sons of old King Ibn Saud, who 
died in 1953. 
They have to be taken care of 
too. It has been reported each 
gets a whopping allowance, plus 
expenses. 
This writer asked one govern­ 
ment official if any of the 300 
million dollars trickles down to 
the people. He said: 
“ Perhaps not trickles down di­ 
rectly 
to 
the 
‘people,* 
as 
you 
call them. But remember, every 
time King Saud hands out a Cadil­ 
lac, that means a job for some­ 
one. Someone has to be hired to 
drive it.” 
But Saudi Arabia reportedly is j 
SOO million dollars in debt. 
The United States built an air 
base at Dhahran at a cost of at 
least 50 million dollars. By agree­ 
ment 
ran 
out last June. King 
Saud is said to want some more 
millions from this government to 
permit continued use of the base. j 
The blocking of the Suez Canal 
has given King Saud no reason 
to like Egyptian President Nas-' 
ser, who blocked the canal. He 
shut off the flow of oil to Europe 
and 
in 
so doing cut into King 
Sand’s profits. 
Because King Saud never had 
it so good, with American money, 
he should be one Arab this coun­ 
try can deal with reasonably at 
a time when it is trying to per- 
saude the Arab world to be rea­ 
sonable.

He has at least one air­ 
conditioned airplane and a fleet 
of Cadillacs. Besides liking Cadil­ 
lacs for himself, he gives them 
to friends, relatives and various 
sheiks. 
His income is SOO million dol­ 
lars a year, his share of the pro­ 
fits from the oil which the Ara- 
bian-American Oil Co. (Aramcot 
takes out of the earth of Saudi 
Arabia. 
Four A m e r i c a n companies 
make up Aramco. They produce 
around a million barrels a day. 
The oil reserves of Saudi Arabia, 
one of the richest storehouses in 
the world, have been placed at 30 
to 35 billion barrels.
